NO RECESS. 
What a Well-Known Educator has 
to Say About It. 
Editor Gazette: Last Saturday's 
issue of the GaZzETTe contained an 
item concerning the no recess plan, 
which exactly coincides with my 
ideas on the subject, and I, there- 
fore, write to you expressive of my 
hearty approval pertuining thereto. 
Many times while in school ponder- 
ing over some method by which 
the insubordination of disobedient 


thought that if they were deprived 
of, recesses, it would be a much 
easier task to govorn them; and 
hence the discipline of the echool 
would be greatly improyed. Finally 
I put it to a test, and find that it 
works admirably. Among some of 
the advantages, which are com- 
mendable, in favor of no recess, are: 
(I.) No interruption in the course 
of the day’s study, thereby getting 
the full sense and benefit of what 


absorbed i« their games, over which 
they sometimes me very much 
excited, the pupils are more atten- 
tive to their studies. (3.) The 
teacher can have better control over 
them, as they are constantly under 
his vigilant care. (4.) The scholars 
not getting over-heated and excited 
at their mes, are not liable to 
catch cold, which fact is often the 
ease, resulting in diphtheria or some 
kindred disease, which oftentimes 
ends in death. (5.) Having no re- 
cess, the tendency for using profane 
and vulgar language will be dimin- 
ished considerably; for the excite- 
ment of their games often leads to 
its use. (6.) No chance to steal 
away to smoke cigarettes; no quar- 
reling nor fighting as is always the 
case. (7.) Finally, as a result, they 
will learn more in the course of a 
term. In fact the general statues 
of the school will become better. 
Now, the reverse is mostly the case. 
Every school coutains some vicious‘ 
scholars who are unceasing in their 
efforts to contaminate others with 
their corrupting influences. When 
the opportunities for doing evil are 
less frequent, the temption being 
less, the scholars do not become ac- 
costomed to use vulgar and profane 
language. Their minds witil became 
more elevated, and a pure seuse of 
delicate refinement will permeate 
their thoughts. Contact with the 
wicked, often vitiates the mind and 
biuuts the sensibilities. If the time 
given to recess every day, were de- 
voted to a short lecture on good 
morals and manners, or if the time 
were occupied in calesthenic exer- 
cises, in my Opinion, it would have 
a decided salutary effect upon the 
character of the school, and hence 
the morale of the rising generation 
would be benefitted. The change 
would be noticeable in the course uf 
aterm. A trial is sufficient to con- 
vince anyone of its superiority over 
the present antiquated system, 
which dates.back to our forefathers. 
It may appear strange to some, that 
the custom be abolished now, after 
it has stood so long; but education 
like everything else in this age of 
progression, is constantly advancing 
upward and onward; and when we, 
as teachers, see or hear of a new 
method of improving our schools, I 
think we would be direlict of our 
duty did we not give it a trial. 
If farmers were to follow in the 
foot-prints of their forefathers, the 
would cut their hay and grain with 
the old-fashioned sickle or a scythe, 
and they would thresh their grain 
with the man-killing flail. 

I would like to hear from some of 
our prominent educators on the sub- 
ject, for I think it is one of vital 
importance to our schools, and
